State Forces Early On Wednesday When Head­

Long threatened warfare between the Irish Republicans and 
the supporters of the Irish free state broke out at Dublin today. 
Advices filed in London and Dublin this afternoon indicated that 
the Irish provisional government had successfully weathered the 
storm, and that the Republicans have been vanquished. 
Reinforcements of regulars were rushed to Dublin, and at 
the same time precautions were taken to prevent Irregulars from 
making their way into the city. 
From the number of men engaged and the violence of the 
action the fighting had all appearances of civil war. Many were 
killed and wounded, but official casualty lists are not yet available. 
The battle opened at dawn when free state troops attacked 
the four courts building, headquarters of the Irregular faction 
of the Irish Republican army and Fowler Hall, which the Irregu­ 
lars were using for a barrack. Fowler Hall was quickly captured. 
The Four Courts building was wrecked and at last reports Ir­ 
regulars were said to have barricaded themselves in the basement. 
Roderick O’Connor, commander of the Republican Irregulars was 
reported to have been wounded.

State troops today after a violent battle which broke out at dawn. 
At this hour the Four Courts building, 
headquarters

“Rory" O’Connor, commandant of the Irish Irregulars, was still in the 
possession of the anti-free state forces but was under heavy fire. 
A state of civil war existed here today with violent fighting raging 
between Irish Free State troops and the irregular faction of the Irish 
Republican army. 
Skirmishing which had been in progress all night gave way to a pitch 
ed battle at dawn when Flee State troops attempted to storm and cap­ 
ture the Four Courts building, headquarters of the irregulars. 
Artillery, machine guns and armored cars were used in the fighting. 
Thousands of soldiers participated. Dublin and the suburbs were thrown 
into a panic. Thousands of residents have fled. 
At 9:30 o’clock fighting was still in progress. The streets adjacent to 
the building were filled with ambulances and workers. 
The casualties were not known but believed to be heavy.

For several weeks the Senate of the United States has been* 
struggling with the tariff bill, and it is safe to predict that it will 
be struggling with it for weeks to come. There is no other issue 
on which Senators, or, for that matter, all men 
interested in 
politics, divide so sharply on party lines as they divide on the 
tariff. Consequently, whenever either party undertakes to over­ 
throw the tariff law that the other party framed every inch of 
ground is contested. 
The controversy in the Senate is almost interminable. The 
House, with its convenient rules for cutting off debate, always 
makes short work of a tariff bill. When the Ways and Means 
Committee, which prepares the measure, reports it to the House 
it presents a bill in the drafting of which only members of the 
majority party have taken part. It is purely a party measure. 
When it is introduced a special rule is proposed and adopted that 
limits general debate to a certain number of days or hours and 
forbids the offering of ar*r amendment. Therefore the bill, sup­ 
ported by the majority, is passed exactly as reported and goes 
to the Senate; but there it is examined as with a microscope. To 
illustrate the difference the Dingley Act of 1897 was only ten days 
in getting through the House but forty-four days in getting 
through the Senate. 
The bill now pending has been discussed in the Senate more 
systematically than any previous bill, for, although long debates 
always take place on some items, the present bill was attacked 
in the very first item, and the fight has continued on most of 
the items that come after it. Acetic acid alone took several days, 
and at the end of a fortnight only a small part 
oT the first 
schedule—that of chemicals—had been finished. At that rate it 
will be months before the Senate will reach the last of the many 
thousands of items in the bill.

It is estimated that gas and electric companies in Wisconsin 
will spend more than $50,000,000 this year for improvements, 
the latter to include new construction work, the extension of 
plants and additional equipment.

Greene County Red Cross and city 
officials were ffiven a clear illustra­ 
tion of the pitiful after-effects of the 
World War, in the 
case of 
Frank 
Mitchell, of Horton, Kansas, who was 
stricken on the Court House 
lawn, 
Monday evening, suffering from pres­ 
sure on the brain, caused by a frac­ 
ture of the skull, he sustained while 
fighting in the English army, at Vimy 
Ridge, on August 16, 1918. 
Accordng to Mitchell, he had been 
discharged from the 
United 
States 
Veteran’s Hospital at St. 
Louis 
on 
May 18, and was on hie way to his 
home in Horton, Kansas, when he 
was stricken. He was unable to tell 
where he was and had no knowledge 
of his coming to this city- 
Following his attack he was re­ 
moved to the police station, and lat­ 
er to the American Legion rooms, 
where he was given medical attention, 
by Dr. C. H. Denser, who with the aid 
of Miss Louise B. Shaffer, secretary 
of the Greene County chapter, of the 
Red Cross, was able to learn 
ths 
stricken veteran’s meagre story. 
Mitchell stated that he had served 
with the English army in Palestine, 
and through Egypt, and named sev­ 
eral places he had seen during service. 
Harry Williams of this city, who also 
served, under the English flag, talked 
to Mitchell, said there was no doubt 
as to his story being true, ainee he 
mentioned places where they had bott 
been stationed. 
Mitchell gave the names of his fath­ 
er, and two brothers, 
Harry 
and 
Thomas Mitchell, who live in Kansas, 
with whom the local authorities com­ 
municated, to learn more facts con- 
erning the stricken man. According 
to his story, one of his brothers, is 
a student at the Kansas State Univer­ 
sity, and another at the Veterans’ 
Training School at Horton. 
Miss Shaffer, Red Cross secretary, 
and J. E. Watts, juvenile court of­ 
ficer, took Mitchell to Dayton, Tues­ 
day afternoon, where he was placed 
in the National Military home, until 
his condition warrants his ben dis

While telling his story Mitchell ap­ 
peared rational, and with the excep­ 
tion of extreme nervousness was able 
to tell clearly as much of his life us 
he could remember.
